The sources said the fighting 
‘Was on a smaller scale than last 
week in the mountain capital 
but that it had spread to other 
important centers of Tibet.

Student Dies in Cave 
As Rescue Tries Fail 


CASTLETON (AP) — Police 
announced Tuesday that Neil 
Moss—the 20-year-old Oxford 
student trapped for two days in 
an wun tunnel—was 
dead. , 


Police said Moss died 1,000 
feet below ground in a narrow 
corkscrew tunnel while rescuers 
above fought desperately to free 
him. 


Moss became trapped in the 
treacherous rock funnel around 
2 p.m. Sunday, while on a cave 
exploring expedition with other 
students, 

Hie died as the tense nation 
focused its attention on the lit- 
tle Derbyshire town in the Eng- 
lish Midlands where teams ot 
rescue workers worked to bring 
him to the surface. 

A police official announced 
his death as a team of eight 
men and a slim girl prepared a 
last-chance rescue attempt. 

The girl, l8year-old June 
Bailey, was small enough to 


wriggle down the funnel of 


rock to the place where Moss

was caught fast. 

Moss, an amateur explorer, 
had been reported unconscious 
40 hours after he fell feet first 
into the “Devil's Hole” of Brit- 
ain’s deepest cave. 

The husky, 170-pound colle 
gian’s shoulders were wedged so 
tight 40 feet down in the S- 
shaped rock shaft that four at- 
tempts to pull him free Monday 
failed. A rope slipped under his 
limp arms broke each time. 

Miss Bailey, a 5-foot blonde 
weighing only 106 pounds, re- 
ached Moss once but gave up 
after six hours. The petite 
member of the rescue squad 
said she was driven back by the 
foul air. 

Another route to the trapped 
student had been sought by Bob 
Leakey, a cave expert for 30 
years. Wearing a frogman suit, 
he had searched for a subter- 
ranean stream through which 
he might approach the bottom 
of the shaft to help work Moss 
free from below. 


Attempts were still being 
made to free Moss’ body.

The International Committee 
of the Red Cross (CICR) note 
ending Geneva talks with Re 
public of Korea representatives 
was interpreted in Tokyo yes- 
terday as boosting Japan's 
hopes for repatriating Koreans 
to Communist North Korea. 

A Japan Red Cross spokes- 
man said the note indicated the 
CICR’s intention of “Interced- 
ing” in the repatriation prob- 
lem a8 requested by Japan 
after Japanese and North Ko- 
rean Red Cross representatives 
have talked it over. 

Risaburo Kiuchi, deputy chief 
of the JRC foreign affairs de- 
partment, said the note enabled 
Japan to make a “positive call” 
on Pyongyang for direct talks 
with CICR backing. 

He said Japan may have to 
modify somewhat its original 
plan to ask the CICR to take 


matter. 

The spokesman also rejected 
the advice cabled to JRC pres- 
ident Tadatsugu Shimazu Mon- 
day by Mme.

PARIS (UPI)—The Western 
Big Four completed agreement

Diplomatic sources said the 
US., British, French and West 
German notes were identical in 
their main themes, such as the 
date of May 11 for a foreign 
ministers conference to be fol- 
lowed by a summit parley later 
in The summer.

The procedure of submitting 
the Western notes to the NATO 
council for approval has been 
followed consistently during the 
exchanges on Berlin and Ger- 
many.

Diplomatic sources said that 
minor differences in the notes 
included slight variations on 
the proposals put to the Rus- 
sians as subjects of discussion.

MOSCOW (UPT)—The ‘Official 
Soviet agency Tass complained 
Tuesday that the United States 
seems to regard talks with Rus- 
sia as an “inevitable evil” rath- 
er than an effective means for 
solving European problems. 

Tass said President WBisen- 
hower’s weekend talks with 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan were inconclusive, produce 
ing no definite decision on most 
of the matters discussed. 

The Tass dispatch said the 
“pressure of world public opin- 
ion” persuaded Eisenhower to 
agree tentatively to summit 
talks, but that he cold-shoulder- 
ed Macmillan’s plan for “balanc- 
ing” military forces In Europe.

Tokyo’s Museum of Modern

The collection of still-life 
paintings culled from Japanese 
art of the past 80 years seems 
so muted, that one may wonder 
why this particular genre was 
thus selected for special featur- 
ing. But it must be recalled 
that the whole concept of “na- 
ture morte” as a theme for art 
was. a radical innovation in 
Japanese painting that entered 
along with “Western styles” 
during the early Mei!! Period. 

In the entire range of Japa- 
' nese art—and Chinese, too—I 
can recall no more than two or 
three paintings that center 
around lifeless objects, either 
fashioned by man or cut off by 
him from their existence in na- 
ture. Vases, furniture, baskets, 
clothing, and houses were of- 
ten enough represented, but 
nearly always as part of a larger 
scene, existing as part of human 
life, rather than in isolation for 
their own sake. 

Almost inadvertently the So- 
tatsu school created what may 
be technically designated as 
“still life” when they showed 
kimonos hanging on a stand or 
fans scattered across a set of 
screens, but on second glance 
these objects are seldom “still” 
and usually but a pretext for 
“life” in the form of allusion or 
inner rhythm. 


it was inconceivable for an ear 
ly artist to deprive these shapes 
of life, since their very reason 
for fepresentation was their 
share of the “life rhythm” per- 
vading the whole universe. 
Flowers were shown in close-up, 
but always as though the paint- 
er had come upon them out 
doors. Even jagged rocks were 
felt to be imbued with vitality 
and for that very reason form- 
ed a favorite counterpoint to 
the softer and rounder forms of 
things.

Animal Talk 


Dogs in Season 
By ALAN ZAHN, VMD 


At this time of year most fe- 


male dogs will be coming into 


season. Obviously, a spayed ani- 
mal will not nor is it likely that 
a female puppy wo three 
months ago will either. Be that 
as it may, the statistics indicate 
that most of them will come in 
heat in the next two or three 
months. 


For those of you who have 
lans for breeding your pet I 

ve mentioned the procedure 
in a previous series of columns. 
The main theme of this column 
will be directed toward those 
owners who look forward to 
an impending heat in their pet 
with apprehension and anxiety 
insofar as they do not want 
their bitch accidentally bred. 
Along with this is “mess” 
around the house, the gathering 


of potential boy friends at the 
front door, not to mention 
“Queenie’s” own idea on the 
subject as evidenced by her 
scratching at the doors and win- 
dows attempting to get out. 

There are several immediate 
enswers to the problem, among 
which, only one is final. They 
are: 

1. Spaying (this is final!). 

2. Boarding her out — 
can be expensive if repeated 
often enough). 

3. Use of hormones (this 
forestalls heat until a later date, 
but it stil! must be faced). 

Well, your female dog is be- 
ginning her heat. This usually 
occurs anywhere from seven and 
a half months to 1 year of age 
with eight months as the mean.

It will be recalled that at the time of the conflict over 
Suez Moscow gave powerful backing to President Nasser 
and the Egyptians, and that this backing was continued 
for some time afterward. Of late, matters have undergone 


change and today President Nasser is denouncing com- 
munism and all its works in strong terms. 


The reason for the rather sudden break in Egypto- 
Soviet harmony, a harmony which always seemed rather 
forced, appears to have been the realization in Moscow 
‘that Arab nationalism could not be turned into the ready 
tool for Soviet expansion which was at one time thought 


likely by the Kremlin. 


It was all very well so long as 


the Arabs could be got to demonstrate against the Western 
powers, but, when they began to show opposition to 
Communist plans of infiltration in the Middle East, the 
Soviet leaders also began to think it time to call a halt 


to friendly overtures. 


In the background, of course, is the long-standing 
Soviet plan, which has sometimes been lost sight of by 
the democratic nations, to drive Communist influence into 


Africa over the natural Middle East bridge. 


It was in 


accordance with this plan that Moscow did all it could to 
stir up trouble in North Africa and to “soften up” any 
opposition there might be to the spread of Communist 
ideas. Unfortunately for’ the Soviet plans, developments 
in North Africa did not take the expected turn. Affairs 
were settled in Morecco, in Tunis and in Libya, and in 
Egypt, too, for that matter, without any great assistance 
from Red sources; and even in Algeria the insurgents 
showed no disposition to throw in their lot with com- 
munism. Nor was there much success for the Communists 
to be recorded in the Middle East until the revolution in 
Iraq which overthrew the monarchy and the close associa- 
tion with the Western powers. This revolt gave the Soviet 
intriguers an opportunity of which they were not slow 


in taking advantage. 


The upshot today is that Iraq has fallen considerably 


under Moscow’s thumb. An economic

in the Soviet capital gives a loan valued at 50 million 
pounds sterling to Iraq, to be used to finance a series of 
projects, such as steel works with an output of 60,000 
tons a year and factories to produce agricultural machinery, 
fertilizers, electrical equipment and textiles.

attainment by the Northern Re 


gion of Nigeria of self-govern- 
ment on March 15 an important 
landmark, and indeed one of 
the last, is reached in the pro- 
gress of this giant of West Af- 
rica toward independence.

Osaka has been a great com- 
mercial center ever since the 
15th century. Particularly dur- 
ing the Tokugawa reign, the 


_ city was the greatest trading 


center of the country. Osaka 
merchants came to stand for 
clever and active traders. 

Wholesalers of each kind of 
merchandise gathered together 
in a fixed section of the city. 
Their residences were their 
shops and warehouses at the 
same time. In those feudal 
days, the Imperial Palace and 
the residences of great lords 
were clearly divided into official 
and private quarters. The same 
distinction was made in the life 
of the great Osaka wholesalers. 

The wholesaler looked after 
the business and his wife the 
household affairs, including the 
feeding and clothing of numer- 
ous employes who lived with 
The wholesaier’s 
wife came to be called goryo- 
san or house head. 

During the Tokugawa and 
Meiji years, the goryo-san never 
had anything to do with the 
business, but she exerted great 
power in the household. It was 
said t the success of the busi- 
ness Uepended on her wise 
housekeeping and care of em- 
ployes.
